The 1940 Pipers went through 
an undefeated season to earn 
the right to m eet Chillicothe 
here Dec. 6. The sm aller Piper 
team fell to the Eagles, 25-6. 
The 1940 team was coached 
| by M arcus Smith and Melvin 
Grigg.

The championship game was 
fcorelc s ’n the first half and

Pipers drew7 first blood 
early in the second half. But 
th e' ■ lead was short lived as 
th e Eagles came firing hack 
and scored 25 quick points. 


J* was quite a weekend in 
Hamlin in 
1940 
when 
the 
championship game was played 
here what with a special train 
coming to town bringing 300 
to 400 fans from Chillicothe 
k to the game. 
W ith 2,500 to 3,000 fans a t­ 
tending the game here only 
400 reserved seat tickets were 
available for the Hamlin fans 
end 200 for Chillicothe. Tickets 
Were $1.00 for reserved seats. 


In looking back through the 
files we found where Foster 
Cook, Howard Payne, was um ­ 
pire for the Hamlin and Lue­ 
ders game to open the 1940 sea­ 
son. 
: The Hamlin and Baird game 
which was won by Hamlin, 13- 
*7, was reported in the Herald 
by Jack Russell. The paper 
fcaid th at Jack did a good job 
c f reporting. 


Now back to the present. 
Anyone w7ho missed Friday 
n ight’s game missed seeing the 
Pipers put en their best per­ 
formance of the season. Every­ 
one hopes they can come up 
I 


with another one like it this 
week when they play host to 
Quanah Indians Friday night. 
Play like th at can take the 
boys a long way and the town 
is behind them all of the way. 


Because of the big crowds 
expected here Friday night it 
would help the crowded park­ 
ing facilities if as many as pos­ 
sible could get together in the 
sam e car to go to the game.
